Ksow es’s admirable Tragedy of Virginius, was performed at this 
Theatre last night. Macready has so often been before the public in 
this character, that any notice of his performance of it appears now 
almost superfluous ; as, however, his long absence in America, gives 
now, on his return, his performances somewhat the character of no- 
velty, we may, perhaps, be excused if we comment upon a part he has 
so often been seen and admired in. Mr. Macready’s Virginius is de- 
cidedly his finest performance ; and, bating a few exiravagances of at- 
titude, in which he indulges, is as near perfection as possible. His 
tenderness and affection for his child, contrasted with the tremendous 
bursts of passion he exhibits, and the awful desolation of his misery, 
when all his hopes are of necessity destroyed by his own hand ; give 
him the opportunity of exhibiting all his different excellenees of style ; 
and we venture to say, that no actor ever excited more the feelings 
and passions of his auditors in any character, than Mr. Macready does 
in this his celebrated part of Virginius. Mr. Wallack played Ictlius 
beautifully ; his acting is every day becoming more chaste and impres- 
sive—it has always been elegant. We have rarely seen any thing finer 
than Mr. Wallack’s manner of delivering that beautiful burst of ten- 
terness, where he claims Virginia as his wife before Appius ;—the 
house filt this, and rewarded the actor with long continued applause. 
Mr. Cooper’s Siccius Dentatus was rough, honest, and impressive, as 
it should be. Miss Foote is the most charming Virginia that can be 
imagined ; she has little to say, but her beauty, and the pleading in- 
nocence of her looks and gestures, are quite irresistible, and add more 
to the effect of the Tragedy than any one, who has not seen another 
Virginia than Miss Foote, could possibly imagine. Some of the mi- 
nor characters were wretehedly filled ;—Mr. Webster, amongst other 
liberties he took with the text, said, ‘*‘ The wife of Virginius never 
had a wife,’’-—we have generally heard it given, ‘‘ never had a child,” 
but Mr. Webster’s reading had novelty to recommend it, and afforded 
much amusement to the house.— Zhe Lancers, and Of Age To-mor- 
row, concluded.— There was a good pit, but the boxes and galleries 
were thinly attended.

and is in fact, better than he has been.
